directly due to inadequate tariffs. 
According to him the lower tariff 
of the King Government is respon¬ 
sible for the exodus of thousands 
of Canadians. How do these con¬ 
tentions appear when analyzed > In 
the first place they are interdepend¬ 
ent. The railway problem is a 
problem for the most part be¬ 
cause there are not sufficient people 
in the country to give the nation’s 
property the business it requires to 
improve its balance sheet But how 
does Mr. Meighen expect to solve 
the problem by imposing a tariff 
policy wfuch would merely increase 
the cost of living and abolish the ; 
incentive which has brought back 
thousands of Canadians from the 
United States? 

Mr. Meighen is kike all high pro¬ 
tectionists. He ignores the con¬ 
trolling factor—the consumer, the 
man who buys the products of the , 
establishments which the Tory 
policy would protect, the man whose 
pay cheque is written by an em¬ 
ployer for services rendered and is 
not increased every time th^®i>usi- 
ness adds a few bricks to the tariff 
wall. What this country requires 
is a scale of living that will give 
the worker a chance. If he has to 
stand on tiptoe to reach it. he is 
going to lose interest and will take 
the line of least resistance and 
probably leave the country. The 
solution of the railway problem 
will be found with jhe growth of 
population. Population will in¬ 
crease if producing costs are rea¬ 
sonable. Mr. Meighen and his 
Party would make it more difficult 
for the producer by charging him 
high prices for his implements—a 
policy to benefit the few at the ex¬ 
pense of the many. The King Gov¬ 
ernment puts the thing the other 
way round and follows the demo¬ 
cratic principle as understood by 
"the greatest good for the great¬ 
est number."
